to the steamer. Some of those who took 
part in the disturbance are men who em- 
ploy Chinese servants in their own houses, 
and statu that they cannot get. others. 
Mr. McDougall says l here are plenty of 
girls and boys in town without work, who 
would be only loo willing to lake il.

Cominander-Goneral Von Moltko open- 
ed the debate in favor of the second read- 
me; mi behalf of I he government. He 
said he did not believe that any stato 
should assume tho responsibility of in- 
creasing the supply of combustible mater- 
ial, which at. present existed in a greater 
or less degree everywhere. Strong gov- 
ernments, he contended, were but a guar- 
antee ot peace, while there was danger in 
the ambition of party leaders and their in- 
fluence on public opinion. If any state, 
said Gen. Von Moltke, can work effec- 
tively to preserve the peace it is Germany 
which aims to be solely on the defensive. 
Fortius she must be strong and prepared, 
he continued, to he involved in war. We 
shall lie able to wage it, if the bill is nut 
rejected. To day's vote in the Reichstag 
mi the measure isnot wanted to have its 
etl'ect abroad. The army alone renders 
possible protection to all our political in- 
stitutions which must stand or fall with 
the lull. A grant for a short time will 
not be acceptable. The eyes of Europe 
are lixed on t his body. I appeal to your 
patriotism to adopt the bill and show to 
the world your readiness lo make any 
sacrifice, even of your own adverse opin- 
ion, il" the well being of the fatherland is 

at slake.

Moltke and w hile he was speaking Prince 
Bismarck 'entered the chamber. At the 
conelusionof Baron Stainffenbarg's speech, 
Prince Bismarck rose and said the desire 
of all the military authorities of the em- 
pire is only opposed by Herr Riehter and 
Heir (Jrilledberger. We are hound to 
maintain the peace for this quarter of the 
globe, but for this a strong army is re- 
quired, i iur relations with all the powers 
is of the best.

LORD IDDESLEKill'S DEATH. 

The sudden and unbooked for death of 
Lord Iddcsleiph, formerly Sir Stafford 
Nortbcote, has caused a genuine sensation 
throughout the English speaking world. 
It was only the other day thai we read of 
his withdrawn] from the cabinet, and were 
told by the cable that he was indignanl 
at the treatment i" which be bad been 
subjected. The subsequent resignation 
by hi:- son, Henry Stafford Northcote, of 
the ;v<sition of surveyor-genera] of ord- 
naii. : r- aiuwhat bore out the fact oi the 
Earl's deep displeasure, since the salary 
was regarded as quite an inducement to 
the son of so pool a nobloiuan. li was 
then added thai the conservative party 
were glad to gut rid of him as he was of 
no benefit to the foreign i.lricc. Alas, he 
has liee-n gotten rid of forever sooner 
than had been cxpoi ted and i he faithful 
old soldier in the conservative ranks lias 
gone to join the groat majority. His 
tragic death occurred in I>ownniy stroet, 
in which he bad so Ioiil' been a familiar 
figure, in tie- i-ooiiis "l 1 1 n- pi inn- minister. 
While it is stated i hat such an ending of a 
very full and rounded life was not unex 
pected by his physicians and immediate 
friends , i lie intelligence comes too late to 
prevent tljai shock which all must experi- 
ence in reading suddenly "I Ins lamented 
demise. V or though lie was not a brilliant 
statesman, not a c-( niuiiaiub 11-4 orator who 
tired the people with burning words, not 
the idol of .1 people for his superior talents 
and easy familiarity, lie was withal a 
good citizen, a plodding worker, and his 
heart was always centered in the Old Flag. 
Though lie has occupied tho highest 
positions in the gifl 'if tho stale 
when he desired, he might have amassed 
riches, ha lias lived and died poor in this 
world's goods a sulHciont tribute to his 
stern integrity and moral worth. This is 
tho side of his nature w hich his friends 
will love to linger upon, seeing in him the 
faithful servant 1. f tho crown, the Wing 
husband, the affectionate father and the 
faithful friend. lie was in his younger 
days a follower of Boucoiisfield, attructed 
to bini undoubtedly by thai dash and 
brilliancy which captured the more ardent 
spirit- in English politics; bill when bis 
chief died his feelings underwent a cuailge 
ana he cull ivated a more cautious and 
conservative spirit. Henceforth his 
motto was jest mi tenic, and he bad as 
much faith in 1 110 silly vagaries of Lord 
Randolph Churchill as in tho levelling 
principles of tho extreme radicals. I It- 
was a Tory "i the torios, and 
it was long predicted (lint the same 
party could not long contain two such 
opposite spirits as the late chancellor of 
the axcliequor and the late foreign sec- 
retary.

A NAUGHTY PASTOR. 
Loving Dr. UnUenix Kinds Himself In t lie Tolls. 

Dr. Mullenix left Portland last Friday 
for Columbus, Ohio, to answor tho charges 
against him [lending lxiforo tho Ohio con- 
ference.

The -widow is 
an accomplished clerk, suscoptible of 
flattery, and had a room at the residence 
of her employer, taking her meals at a 
restaurant.
